When the Day Begins. 


The terra at' Day is variously 


Webster gives it seven distinct defi- 
nitions. As here usc-d it means f.he 
time of, one revolution of the earth on 
its axis, the space of twenty—four 
hours. When does this time- begin? 
We may begin at any point. But is 
this die proper thing to do? W* now 
begin the day at midnight, and, so far 
as I Know, without any substantial 
reason. "The Babylonians began the 
day at sun-rising; the Jews at sun- 
setting; the Egyptians at midnight, 
as do several nations in modern times: 
the British. French, Spanish, Ameri- 
can, 
&c. This day, in reference to

natural, the civil, the ecclesiastical 
day, properly begins, or should begin, 
in the -evening- at six o'clock. 'There- 
are many reasons for this. In the 
primal order o£ thing it was night 
first, a long, long night Afterward 
came daylight. In the divine record 
it is said, in the first chapter of Gen- 
esis, that, "The evening and the morn- 
ing were the first day." Here the 
evening is the insignia for the night, 
and the morning, for the day. The 
"Jewish, nation always followed this 
order. So then the sacred .day of rest 
should begin at stx o'clock on Satur- 
day .evening-, instead of being carried 
forward to midnight. Every Saturday 
afternoon, from 12 noon to 6 in the 
evening, should be- a legal half holi- 
day, for the relief of toiling- millions, 
to get ready for tlve day of rest.
